Full details of the killing are lack­ 
ing, but it is known that the Mexicans 
resisted arrest when a posse of twen­ 
ty cowboys and deputy sheriffs sur­ 
rounded them Monday morning in a 
sanvon of the High Ixme 
mountain, 
southeast of Sierra Blanca. They op­ 
ened fire on the officers, wiio returned 
it. 
Not one of the bandits survived. 
None of the officers was wounded.

GETTING AN EARFUL 


Pertinancies Wise and Otherwise 
Caught on the Run by the Staff. 


The ticklish situation th at has de­ 
veloped 
between 
this 
country 
and 
Germany is causing each day a close 
scrutiny 
of 
Hie 
question of naval 
power. 
The opposition to an Increase of the 
' navy would he greatly diminished if 
our people could feel confident that 
the money was economically spent. If 
the taxpayer is convinced that a fixed j 
proportion of navy money is alw ays, 
wasted he gives up tile additional sum j 
for a new battleship with great re­ 
luctance. 
It is generally 
adm itted 
that the 
United States 
has 
too 
many navy 
yards, that duplicate plants are being 
m aintained where a sm aller num ber 
would do the work at far less cost. 
Yet if a man should get up in Con­ 
gress next December 
and 
move to 
abolish a yard in any given section, 
that proposal would lie bitterly fought 
by every congressman from that sec­ 
tion. 
No one seems 
to 
look at tile 
thing from a business point of view. 
Apparently the objection to abolish­ 
ing useless navy yards is not so much 
the 
local 
demand 
for 
protection 
against a foreign foe. It is the feeling 
on the part of politicians that the 
business community that depends on 
the navy yards for a market would re­ 
sent the closing tip of a yard. Butchers 
and grocers would have to go out of 
business if a yard were closed. 
That 
would mean the removal of families, 
the 
local 
congressman 
would 
he 
blamed, and lie would lose votes. 
The people are asking tile question 
witlt 
force and 
emphasis, 
w hether 
navy yards, 
coaling 
stations 
and 
other equipment are maintained for 
the sake of an efficient fighting force, 
or to help politicians get re-elected. 
During the past fourteen years the 
United States spent $1,656,000,000 on 
its navy.
